than 40,000,000 hundredweights. of

“We look to the end,” ne — said, 
“with the assured and .ever-growing 
belief that both in the council 
chamber of peace and in the. order-, 
ing of our own household a new era 
of liberty and justice will ‘be open- 
ed.” : 

The former premier said that he 
had had .a large part in Great Brit- 
ain’s entering’ into the war, and. he 
utthesitatingly believed it had been 
worth while if the war ends in a 
peace of security and permanancy. 

He endorsed President Wilson’s lat- 
est words as expressing clearly the 
intentiotis aud desires of the allies. 
Adverse criticism of the recent  let- 
ter of the Marauis of Lansdowne, he 
added, was caused by reading into 
it meanings and intentions — which 
the letter did not intend to convey. 

Mr. Asquith said there was abun- 
dant evidence that the enemy  peo- 
ples are misinformed of the allies’ 
objects, which are not to annihilate 
the German .people, but to destroy 
the military domination of Prussia. 

He said that Germany must learn 
that the enthronement of force is 
bad business. 

“An enemy misconception,” he 
continued, “is that the allies, .espe-." 
cially Great Britain, are aiming. at f 
the destruction for their own politi- *” 
cal and economic objects of whaf 
vaguely is called the freedom of the 
seas.
